Secretary La- 
mar’s report stands up in every 
page for the rights of its settlers and 
for its proper development as far as 
the action of the government can 
favorably affect it. One recom- 
mendation is of special import ince. 
He asks Congress to appropriate 
$200,000 for the survey of r:ilroad 
land grants given to the Pacific 
lines, Under the law the railroads 
have to pay half the cost of such 
surveys, the government the other 
half. If the government appropri- 
ate no money for that purpose the 
surveys cannot be made, the rail- 
roads can give no title, and the 
lands are withheld from taxation. 
We believe Congress has even 
passed a law to tax these grants to 
the railroads anyway, at the same 
time that it has refused to survey 
them and enable their sale to set- 
tlera! We cannot imagine a mere 
unjust proposition nor one that 
more retards the settlement of the 
country traversed by the roads. 
The Secretary sees the situation 
‘and recommends the right policy to 
terminate it, and we hope Con 
will heed ’ 5 aes

A Bleedy Cenflict. 

NoGALgs, Ariz ,Dec, 28. —The revolu- 
tion headed by the ex-President of 
Guatemala, Vicente Castanose against 
the Government of General Barillas 
for having proclaimed a dictatorship 
on June 19, lately suffered a humili- 
ating defeat. There were two disaf- 
fected tactions—one working from the 


eastern department and the other from 
the western.

New Overiand Rates. 

C10aGo, Dec. 28.—On January ist 
an important change is to be made in 
transcontinental passenger rates. The 
requisite ten days’ notice of an ad- 
vance having been duly given, an in- 
crease was determined upon at the 
Chicago meeting some weeks ago. 
There will be only two rates in effect 
from points on the Missouri river to 
the Pacific Coast, which will be $60 
first-class unlimited, and $35 second- 
class. This will be the figure on all 
transcontinental lines except via St. 
Paul to Oregon and Washington Ter- 
ritory points. The rates between Chi- 
cago and San Francisco will be: First- 
class, $72 50; St. Louis, §67 50; New 
York, $91; Bosten, $93. 

These tickets will be unlimited, 
whereas at old rates continuous pas- 
sage was necessary. The most im- 
portant advance in rates is in round- 
trip excursion rates, a species of travel 
which constitutes nine-tenths of the 
business now being done by overland 
lines since the boom began. These 


.| bave been fixed at $80 between Chicago 


and the Pacific Coast, and $60 from the 
Missouri river. These bave been ad- 
vanced from Chicago to $100, and from 
the Missouri river to $90. There is 
this difference, howeyer: Under 
the old rule their use was confined to 
certain dates on which special trains 
were run, but by the new deal excur- 
sion tickets are good on any of the 
regular daily trains. As some of the 
Chicago roads had contracts with 
Raymond and Whitcomb, excursion 
rties under the old rates, runnin 
nto February on the Burlington — 
Missouri Pacific, which were not so 
well provided, were granted the priv- 
lege of running one excursion train 
each at the old rates during January 
and February. These over all lines 
will then be on an equality. 


A Rict in New Jersey. 

New Lonk, Dec. 28.—Advices from 
Hibernia, a small mining town in Mor- 
ris county, New Jersey, tell of a fear- 
ful riot there on Monday.

A Peculiar Explesion. 

People in the 
neighborhood of Main and Mission 
streets were startled yesterday 
morning by the souud of an explo- 
sion, followed by the cries of some 
one in pain.

The possibility of life 
has received the attention of think- 
ers throughout all ages, and was con- 
sidered a reasonable subject for in- 
vestigation by Bacon, as, in earlier 
days, it had fascinated the alchemists 
and Rosicrucians. In these days of 
wider and more accurate phy 
cal investigations, the question ol 
suspending physical decay may prop 
erly be considered as resting upon a 
substantial basis of facts. prin- 
ciples derived from these are neces- 
sarily imperfect as yet, but they are 
rational, and are not easily contro- 
verted. As such, they are receiv- 
ing attention.

From the cradle to the grave 
a gradual process of ossification is | 
present; but after middle age the 
tendency becomes more marked, and 
ends in senile decrepitade. These 
earthy deposits interfere with the due 
periormance of function by the or- 

ans; hence wegind imperiect circu- 
fation in the aged; the heart gradu- 
ally becomes ossified, the la blood 
vessels are blocked up with calcareous 
matter, and nutrition is hindered. 
The majority of all who pass sixty- 
five years suffer from these deposits, 
the structure of every organ is al- 
tered, and elasticity gives way to 
senile rigidity. The blockage of the 
organs has then commenced, and 
sooner or later a vital part becomes 
involved. 

The idea that old age is brought 
about by a decline of the vital prin- 
ciple has long since been discarded 
by scientists. The true cause is 
found to be disintegration of the 
tissues because of the inadequate 
supply of blood. And this process is 
believed to be of a chemical nature, 
and caused by the above stated accu- 
mulations. The origin of the de- 
posits which, if we understand Dr. 
Caldwell aright, are primarily of a 
fibrinous and gelatinous nature and, 
proximately, calcareous, is found in 
the destruction of atmospheric oxy- 
gen in the body. Life is a process 
of constant waste through oxida- 
tion and reparation by food. Oxygen 
converts albumen into fibrin and 
| nourishes the organs, but in the 

evening of life it is accumulated more 

rapidly than it can be eliminated, 
and becomes obstructive. Water 
holds the salts in solution, but the 
blood finally deposits them through

different accumulations exert their 


influence in the changes named age, 
and they culminate in the final 
change named death.“ 

In considering the possibility of 
suspending the advent of old age it 
ia consequently a matter of the high- 
est moment to ascertain what foods 
contain the smallest comparative 
quantity of those salts which tend to 
accumulate in the system and ob- 
struct the vital processes. The ce- 
reals are found to be richest in them; 
bread, therefore, the so-called staff 
of life, except when used in great 
moderation, favors the deposition of 
these salts in the system. The more 
nitrogenous our food the greater its 
percentage calcareous matter. 
Hence a diet composed principally 
of fruit, from its lack of nitrogen, is 
best adapted for preventing or sus- 
pending ossification. 

Moderation in eating must ever be 
of great value in retarding the ad- 
vent of senile decay. Large eaters 
more rapidly bring on osseous de- 
posits by taking in more food than is 
utilized or excreted, thus blocking 
the vessels and impairing their func- 
tions. The writer cites as what seem 
to be the best articles of food for de- 
laying the depositse—fruit, fish pou 
try, flesh of young mutton and > 
Fluids, as a part of the diet, havea 
special importance. All well and 
spring water contains considerable 
of the earthy salts and should there- 
fore be avoided and replaced by cis- 
tern water. Water clear of forei 
matter is the better prepared to dis- 
solve the earthy salts and conv 
them out of the system. The ad
